Lamnrtiae'* Memoir* of Celebrated Charac- 


«r* has, in the Memoir* of Nelton, an epiaode 
onueraingthe famed beauty that once euhant- 
d him. Tracing Nelson through tbe early 
luge* of ki* rapid and ligual suoces*. the au- 
liorlead* a* to the contemplation of hi* "fatal 
ttackmeat" to Lady Hamilton—ike who wa* 
at fir*t the Aspasia, and afterwacd* the Here- 
in* of hfr aRt'." Here is a description how 
his wonrlerful woman emerged from obscurity, 
nd blazed on tho world. 


l.AOV HAMILTON'S YOUTH AJtD FORUXES. 
Jltr only name was Emma, for her father re- 


nainud ulwnys unknown. Slio was one of the 
hildren nt lovo, of crime, of mystery, whom 
laturu delights to overwhelm with gift* in com- 
eunntioti tor the loss of hereditary claim*.— 
lor imithur was a poor fnruier** servant in the 
Jdiinly <jf Chatter. Whether Hbe bad lust her 
hunbund by death, or. like Hagar, had heeu 
ibnudoiuvl by her seducer, she arrived, un- 
[iiown attd reduced to beggary, at a village in 
Wales, the Switzerland of England. She c»r- 
ifil in her arms a femnte infant a few month* 
ilil. Tho beauty of both Attracted the simple 
mountaineer* of the village ol Hawarden ; the 
trnnger picked up a livelihood by working for 
he farmers and gleaning in tho field*. The 
marked and noble features of thecbitdserred to 
•rrpagate the rumor that her birth wa* illus- 
rioiia and mysterious; she wa* said to be a 
daughter of Lord Halifax. Nothing afterwards, 
oithor in fortune or education, gave color to 
he report. At the age of twelve, she was re- 
ceived in a neighboring family aa children's 
ervant. The frequent visit of her master and 
Distress to London, where they resided in the' 
muse of her relative, the celebrated engraver, 
ioydell, gave her the first idea of tho imp res- 
ion her figure created on the crowd in public 
>lace*; and a vague presentiment of the high 
brtuno to which her beauty would exalt her. 
At sixteen she made her escape from Hawar-j 
den, a field to obscure and circumscribed for 
ler expanded dreams, an engaged herself in the 
household of a respectable tradesman in London 
A lady of superior rank, struck by her appear- 
ance in tho chop, elevated her to a higher po- 
Ition in lervitude. Almost without employ- 
ment in an opulent family, Emma gave herself 
up to the perusal of those fascinating romances 
which create an imaginary world for the love 
>r ambition of youthful minds; she frequented 
he theatres, and imbibed there the first inspi- 
ation of. the genius of dramatic exurestion, of 
iction, and attitude, which she embodied af- 
erwards in a new art, when she became the 
minuted statute of beauty and pnstion. Being 
lisoharged by her mistress for some household 
legligence, her growing taato for the theatre 
iiduced her to seek a situation in the family of 
one of the manager*. The irregularity and 
reedom of thnt establishment, the constant in- 
urcourse with actors, tnuaiciftus and dancers, 
uitiated her in tbe subordinate mechanism of 
drnumtic art. She WAR then in the nower of 
ler youth, and the full perfection of her beau- 
y. Her tall and elegant figure equaled in nat- 
ural graco the studied attitude* of the most 
iracticed figurantes. Her voice was soft mel 
ow, uiid cnpable of expressing deep tragic emo- 
;ion. Her countenance, endowed with suicep- 
libillty as delicate and varying as the first feel- 
ngs of a virgin mind, wa* at the same time, 
tensive and dazzling. AU who saw her at that 
>eriod of her life, agreed in describing her as 
a resuscitation of Psyche. Purity of soul, traai- 
mrent through elegance of features, surround- 
)d her, even in her dependent position, with re- 
ipect which admiration dare not overleap.— 
She spread fire without being entangled in the 
flame herself; her innocence found a lifeguard 
even in tlio excess of her beauty. Her lint fall 
wit* not a descent to vice, but a gliding into 
mprudence, arising from a yielding nature. 


A young oourtryman.of the village of Hawar- 
en, son of the farmer who had first given an 
asylum to her mother, wa* seized by a press- 
gang, and carried in fetter* to the fleet at an- 
:hor in the Thames. Emma, at the entreaty of 
;he prisoner's sister, accompanied her to thi 
captnin of tbe ship, to implore the liberation of 
tier brother. Won by the beauty of the fair 
•npplicnnt, he listened to her prayers and tears, 
removed her from ber low, though honest sta- 
tion, overwhelmed her with shameful luxury, 
furnished a house for her, supplied her with 
masters in every ornamental accomplishment, 
boastfully displayed hit conquest in public, and. 
left ber, when the squadron sailed, eiposetT 
without safeguard to new (eductions. One of 
hit) friends, bearing a noble name, and possess- 
ed of a large fortune, carried off the faithless 
Emma to an estate in the country, treated her 
ivs his wife, made ber the queen of the hunting 
parties, fete*, and ball*; and finally, growing 
tired of her at the end of the seaion, left her in 
London, at tbe mercy of chance, necessity and 
crime. Thrown back from this golden cloud 
on the hard pavement of tbe metropolis, and 
depreciated in the eye* of ber fornierproteotor* 
by the publicity of her adventure*, Emma wa* 
received by night, and in rags, under the care 
of one of those infamous procuresses who car- 
ry on the trade of seduction. Accident alone 
preserved her from infamy. The woman who 
hnd given her shelter, struck by the natural 
grace and modesty of her demeanor, and aston- 
ished at her overwhelming charm*, Introduced 
her a* a natural miracle to a celebrated physi- 
cian, eminent for hi* admiration of female beau- 
ty. Thi* wa* the well-known Dr. Graham, (the 
inventor of the celestial bed,) a voluptuous and 
oayttieal quack, who professed to worship and 
to possess some profound intelligence respect- 
ing the secret* of nature, by which mean* he 
knd acquired a suspicions and fantastic reputa- 
tion. Dr. Graham loudly exprested bi* admir- 
ation at the light of the yonng orphan, and lib- 
erally rewarded her introducer. He received 
her into bi* own home, publicly advertised that 
be possessed a rare example of the efficacy of 
hi* specifles to produce toe perfection* of life, 
beauty, and health, in a human being; and 
called upon tbe incredulous to come and con- 
vince themselves by looking on an animated 
image of the godde** Hygeia. At this appeal, 
addressed to lioencloutnes* rather than science, 
the dioipiet of Graham crowded mysteriously 
to his amphitheatre. The unfortunate victim 
of her own charm* appeared clothed in tra«pa- 
rent garment*, in the costume of a divinity; her 
covering scarcely concealed her blushes. The 


family could be conquered by preceveranee- 
Tbey lived a* man and wife daring •everel yean. 
Three children followed thia iccret union, and 
nothing for a time disturbed their happineta. 
Emma, alwaj* grateful aad wam-heartea, eve* 
at the expense of pride, tent for ker indigent 
mother to reside with ker, aad treated ker with 
respect and fcindnee*, in spite of ber temle eon 
dition. In 1789, after thi* interval of domestic 
happiness, constantly interrupted by the remon- 
strances of his relation*, Greville, deprived of 
his salaries of office, and pressed by accumu- 
lated debt hesitated between tbe necessity and 
sorrow of casting off the woman he considered 
hi« wife. Their mutual grief at the prospect of 
separation poisoned the last days of their int«r- 
conrae. 
At thi* crisis, Greville's uncle, Sir 


William Hamilton, arrived in London. He was 
unmarried, master of a large fortune, and in- 
tended bis nephew for hi* heir. But bisaristo- 
cratic consequence revolted from the idea of 
acknowledging as hi* grand-nephews the child- 
ren of a prostitute. 


He refuted either to conient to the marriage 


nf Greville, or to pay hi* debt*; the nephew 
*aw no resource but In the interce**ion of hi* 
mistress. Emma, at his suggestion, attired her- 
*elf In the garb of her infancy, and, in a staff 
gown and straw hat, waited upon hi* ancle. 
She threw henelf at hi* feet, confessed ker 
fault, shed tear* a* pertnasive aa they were 
genuine, appealed to the tender pledge* of her 
love, and besought Sir William to pardon the 
father and mother, for the take of the unfortun- 
ate children. 
Her triumph wa* more signal 


than she anticipated. The old man, iatcinated 
by features and accents, which surpassed all he 
had ever looked on or listened to, either in the 
claisic master-piece* of Athenian statuary, or 
on the voluptuous board* of the Italian opera- 
houses, yielded to the seducttom which had 
enchained hi* nephew. 
The same love which 


he had refused to understand, revenged itself 
by reducing him to the thraldom of Greville. 
The beatify of Emma overpowered Mm, and, 
like one seized by sudden madness, he forgot, 
after two or three interview*, bfsaue, hi* rank, 
hi* repugnance to tnatrimory, her obscuro birth 
and irregular life, the mutual affeetfon long 
subsisting between her and her paramour, the 
living pledge* of their love, the scandal and in- 
famy of a traffic in female charm*; and, finally, 
purchased the possession of the venal beauty 
by the discharge of hi* nephew's,embarrass- 
ments. 
They were privately married in Lon- 


don, and Sir William battened back to Naples 
with hi* prize, leaving hi* union undeclared. 
Her beauty dazzled Italy ai it did previously 
England. But the knowledge of her avocation 
as a model, which could not be co'ncealed, and 
rumor* nf the shameless bargain between the 
uncle and nephew, preceded her to Naples. The 
ambassador, to stifle these report*, and re-es- 
tablish hit idol, was compelled to the ceremony 
nf a public marriage. Scandal diiappeared be- 
fore the rank and reelrtJes* charm* of the young 
ambassadress. 
She wa* presented at Court, 


and at the first glance won the admiration and 
enthusiastic attachment of the Queen.'1 


To *ay the least, it is generuu* to believe 


that Nelson did not know the charming Emma's 
antecedents. 
His spontaneous love aro*e for 


Lady Hamilton, to all appearance at distinct 
a being a* could be conceived from tbe ragged 
wanderer of London streets, or the womaBwfao 
•at a* a model of a Circe or a Bacchante. This 
enchantress exercised a stern influence over 
tbe conduct of Nel*on—so (tern, that it left 
deep and overlatting shadows on tbe splendid 
fame of tbe hero. 


H«w Ast IndiM Cast Ale. 


A touching inttance of this characteristic 


trait occurred at tbe late engagement between 
a •mall war party of Sioux near Cedar Itland 
Lake. Tbe (Jhippewas, who were en route for 
a scalping foray upon the Sioux villages on the 
Minnesota, here fell into an ambuscade, and the 
brat uotioe of danger which saluted their ears, 
was a discharge of fire arm* from a thicket. 
Four of their number fell dead in their tracks. 
Another, named tbe War-Cloud a leading brave 
had a leg broken by a bullet. Hit comrades 
were loth to leave him, and whilst their assail- 
not* were re-loading their gun*, attempted to 
carry him along with them to where they could 
gain the (shelter of a thicket, a short distance in 
the rear. 
But he commanded them to leave 


him, telling them that he would show hi* ene- 
mies bow a Chippewa could die. 
At thi* re- 


quest, they seated him on a log with hi* back 
leaning against a tree. 
He then commenced 


painting bis face and lingiug hi* death song 
A* hi* enemies approached him he only sung a 
louder and a livelier strain, and when several 
had gathered around him flourishing their scalp- 
lag knivei, and screeching forth their demoniac 
yell of exultation, not a look or gesture mani- 
fested that he was even aware of their pretence. 
At length they teiced him and tore bit tcalp 
from bi* head. 
Still seated with kit back 


against a large tree they commenced shooting 
their arrows into tho trunk around hit bead., 
grazing his ears, neck, <tc-, until they literally 
pinned him fait, without having once touched 
a vital part. Yet our hero remained the tame im- 
perturbable stoic, continuing to chant hit defiant 
itrain, and although one of the number flour- 
ished hw reeking scalp before hit eyes—still 
nut a tingle expreetion of his countenance could 
be observed, to change. At last one of the num- 
ber approached him with a tomahawk which 
after a few unheeded flour.iih.es ke buried in tke 
captives skull, who sank in death witk the song 
still upon bi* lip*. 
He had indeed succeeded 


well in teaching his enemies " now a Chippewa 
could die." 
A few days afterwards they were 


taught bow a Cbippewa could be avenged.
